ſtealth, being bepor in Hugger-wugger. As my 
Parents begor meraſhly, ſothey left me careleſly 
ro the world, not doubting, but that which was 
gotten with ſo much heat, would live in ſpight 
of Fate. They were the more reſolute in this 
cruel reſolution of leaving me on a Stall, having 


generally obſerved the good Fortune that gene- 


rally attends Baftards. 7 was not long lefe on the 
Seal!, (as my Nurie hath ſeyeral times fince in- 
formed me,) buc that Hunger awakening me, 7 
piped (o ſhrilly, (and ſo unexpe&edly ſowIi from 
a Child ſo young,) that I ſoon penetrated the 
ears of a great many pitiful minded perſons that 
were paſling by that way : bur che greateſt num- 
ber were of the Female Sex. The Maids, yon may 
think had fine tictering ſport; whillt 7 poor 
Babby cryed for 1 knew not what, and well ic had 
been if I never had known what it was to ſhed a 
Tear. Ar lenpth a notable old Woman of the 
vulgar ſort, preſſing into the Crowd ; Stand aſide 
(quorh ſhe) yegigglering Huzzies , get ye home to 
your Miftreſies ſervice , there is ſome of ye, for all 
our laughing now I warrant ye, will be putting fin- 
ger tn eye before theſe nine Alonths, upon the like 
account, and lo ſteps to me , What (ſaid ſhe) the 
Child muſt not ſtarve, though it be a By-blow ; its 
none of the poor infants fault ; and ſo opening her 
Breaſt, ſhe conduQted her Nipple to my mouth, 
which immediately quieted my bawling. Various 
were the Diſcourſes and Suppoſitions of the 
Feople, whoſe Child 7 ſhould be, eyery cne gi-

I commicted, for which ſhe ſeverely chaitis'd me, IM |Y 
endeavouring to ſtop me in my far{t proceedings, 
knowing my pretty Rogueries had cheir riſe from 
an inclination to all manner of Vice. Above all 
things I loved all ſorts of ſtrong Liquors, not 
that any thing accounted pleaſurable , could go 


amils with me , for how could it otherwi - dey 
ince 
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fince my Parents , (as I have been informed) ſtu- 
dyed only how to enjoy their Heaven here, by 
enjoying what was moſt agreeable to ſence ; and 
therefore I could not be unlike chem , who was 
the abſolute extra of no common delights. 7 
ſay I loved in an extraordinary meaſure, whatſo- 
ever was ſtrong , yet being too young , and fo 
could not drink for the ſake of good company, 1 
would preedily drink for its. own ſake , .and chat 
I might procure my fatisfa&tion that way, I found 
frequent opportunities to ſteal ſmall parcels one 
of my Nurſes Purſe when ſhe vas aſleep, and then 
pretending that ſhe ſent me for Ale, would drink 
ic by the way; Apy ſmall trivial thing, as a Knife, 
&c. in any Houſe wherever I came , 1 inſtantiy 
ſeiz'd them as my proper Goods and Chactels, 
and converted them to che uſe aforeſa'd : T haJ 
a very good convenience of a Bawdy-houſe not 
above a Mufquet ſho: trom our Houſe , the well 
diſpoſed Matron thereof, would not only recetye 
what 7 broughe. but would give me halt as much 
Ale as ic was worth, beſides her bleiling, (curſe 
be upon it, I never thriv'd ſince I had 't;) ce 
breath of her beſt wiſhes beins enough to blaſt 
the moſt prom ſins hopes, that ever yer aſpiring

help and my forward endeavours, 1 commenced 
F} 3 Mater 
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Maſter of Art, before [ could ſum up Twelve 
Years ; 1 ſoon became Profeſſor of that deep 
Myſtery, and could when occaſion fery'd not, 
ſwear mouthingly, (which others call gracefully) 
look impudently , talk impercinently, or impru- 
den ly, drink profoundly , and ſmoak everlaſt- 
ingly. JI had got acrick co laugh at every thing, 
becaaſe I: would not be accounted moroſe , or 
phlegmatick, The melancholy Man, is a thing by 
ic ſelt, differing from the whole Creation ; 1n 
which every individual ſpecies loyes eicher an 1n- 
tercourſe in converſe, or amicable Society, T hat 
humour certainly was ſpawned by the Devil, if ic 
be true (as ic is affirmed) that all V'ices take their 
original from Melancholy : on che contrary, 
what fault can he commit, whilſt he is laughing, 
and merry, that deſeryes ſo much as the knitting 
of a Brow. Not that 7 will excuſe my ſelf ; for 
my laughter was immoderate, and unſeaſonable, 
things fo offenſively rid;cuious to any wife Man, 
(as have conſidered ſince) that it were better 
to be deſtitute of a Mouth, than that diſtorted 
Month ſhould abuie the grateful off-spring of a 
checrtul heart. 5 
I could not have gone to a fitter School than 
this, tolearn Impudence, Lies, Oaths, Drunken- 
nels, with all other Vices and Debaucheries, 
which commonly, flow from ſuch' like Nurſeries 
_ for Heil, FaGQtors for the Devil. My frequent 
ramblings after this manner abroad, and in my 
recurns, my jolly temper and Jocular humour at 
home, made my Nurſe begin to ſuſpe& me, cal- 
| ling 
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ling me to an account where / had been, wich 
whom, and whether I had not tippled. 7 was 
grown ſo ftout a Drunkard in ſo ſhort a time, that 
my congue and feet made » yrm contra@ never to 
betray me, and therefore to all her demands 7 had 
excuſes at my fingers ends, However ſhe could 
not but ſenfibly find a decreaſe in her ſmall ſtock ; 
her chief livelihood depending on the ſale of 
Apples, Nuts, Ginger-bread, Eggs, ard che like, 
and chought all her erdeayours were blaſted from 
above : [ ſaw her much troubled and grieved, 
and I could not but be a little troubled , that 7 
ſhould be the deſtruRion of my Preſerver; bur as 
ſeldom any ſuch perplexing thoughts came into 
my heads, ſo 7 was ever cautious how 7 enter. 
tained ſuch diſquierneſs. Bur Heaven decreed,

ently well acqyainced , not only in that Pariſh, 
bur through all Brefol ; that was the place of my 
Nativity : {fzy, ſeeing none, 7 catcht up a Bea. 
ker, chinking it was Silver, (but its new ſcour- 
ins deceived me) and clapt it into my Breeches, 
and ſo marcht off, as I thought undiſcovered, en- 
deavouring with what ſpeed I could to repa'r to 
my old Rendezyovz. But he that obſerved me 
to ſteal theBeaker,did now dog me to the Dawdy- 
- 14 4 hou es 
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houſe, which T had no ſooner entred, but 7 was 
groaping in my Breeches for my purchare, which 
when 7 had pull'd out, I rendred to my Landlady, 
deliring her to be civilto me; ne*re queſtzon (quoth 
the fellow behind my back, char had wartchr, and 
now catcht me) you ſhall have as much civility as 

a whip will beſtow on your back - beſides what kind. 
neſs lies im my power todo you. Hearing him ſay 
ſo, I wouid have ron a race with him, but I found f 
him indi poſed, being our of breath before, and 
ther: tore eld me faſt. defiring one of thoſe that 
were cro- ding abut the dore to hear what was 
the mater, to go and ietiha Conſtable, which 
one more oflicious Raical than che reſt, preſently 
did; and the Couſtable caking me in cuſtod)', and 
about to carry me before the Juſtice, (cryed) 
Hold good 'Mr. Conſtable, I pray Sir let me deſire you 
ro pr your ſelf to the trouble to view the Houſe far- 
ther ; which by this grave Matrons leave, 1 queſtion 
Kot we ball find well {urnijhed with variety of Goods, 
which by her conſtant care , and the indefatig able 
pains of others ſhe hath got together, T his fellow, 
with che Conſtable, and my own rogwſh Urchin- 
ſhip had no ſooner entred the Kitchen, bur he 
eſpyed a Plate with the Lerters of his name on'r, 
which I had ſtoln abont a fortnight betore from 
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him ; which taking up in his hands , ſharply de- 


manded of che g£00d old 'Gentlewoman , how 
long it had been a ſojourner'ia her houſe, and by 
what means it came to ſtray ſo far from home'? 
Th s antiquated piece of more than common im- 
pudence, q, d not (tick to cell him Char ſhe bought 
TWO 
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ewo dozen of them of ſuch a one, that /arely 
broke up Houſe keeping. Where are they, quoth 
he? before you on the ſhelf quoth ſhe, with as much 
ignorance, as confidence. Upon this, he made 
h's eys the diligent and ſpeedy Surveyors of that 
ſhelf on whic h the Plates ſtood, and of two do- 
zen he fourd rot two marked with one and the 
ſame Letters. Why thou illiterate fool (laid he) I 
rok thee till now 10 be an old crafty- Devil-riddenHag ; 
the very Marks (which are all ſeveral) do ſuffict- 
ently evidence that each had his Maſier , before thou 
wert Miftreſs of the four and twenty, Hereupon 
he made a ftri& Survey over the other Utenſils of 
the Kitchen, and found moſt of them of the like 
rature. Some trivials whereof he knew to be 
his own, as Spooms; Porringers, 5awcers, ard 
other ſmall chings of light carriage » and eaſte 
conveyance, all which he ſe'zed, ard committed 
them to the cuſtody of the Conſtable, Then 
| turning to me. Come my little-pretty-raſcatly thief 

(quoth he) - as you bave ſhewn jour ſelf ingenious, ſo 

ngeniouſly confeſs what things you have foln from 
| time to time, either from me, or my Neighbourhoed, 

and in ſo doing 1 will ſtand your friend , and endea- 
Vour to mitigate the ſeverity of your enſuing punyh- 
ment. 

I harkned diligently to his flattering words , 
(ior ſo I found them) but knew noe what to re 
ſolve on, thinking on the old Proverb, Confe/s 
and be hang 'd, made me as filent, as a Turkiſh 
Mute, or one born dumb. Which he perceivirg 
and finding me timerous ; come, confeſs like a good

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Boy ſaith he, otherwiſe it ſhall be the worſe for you. 
Hearing him ſay ſo, I crembling looking ſtediaſt- 
ly on him, to my great ſorrow could read in his 
angry countenance the manner and leverity of my 
puniſhment, Certainly had he at the cime been 
arraigned nypon ſuſpition of. Murder, the Judge 
needed no other eyidence than that of his mon- 
ſtrouſly cruel looks. Never did Keeper of New- 
gate look half ſo trightingly on a re-taken Fellon, 
having broken Priſon, chan he on me, and there- 
fore wichout dallying with him further, I fell on 
my knees, and with as many ſalt tears, as {weer

I confeſled all, not mincingrhe truth inche leaſt, 
laying all che fault on the Bawd, whoendeayour-

ed to excuſe her ſzIf, but to no purpoſe , for the 

aftice ro!d her he know her but roo well, and 
was plad of this opportunity to put a petionto 
her Bawdy reign ; as I had conteſt my ſelf guilty 
of thoſe petty thefts, ſo I had my mirrimmws im- 
mediately drawn, and ſo had ſhe hers too, and 
the more deſervedly, by how much the Receiver 
is worſe than the Thief, We wanted not atten- 
dance (you may imagine) to che Goal ; the whole 
Scxeer, and the nexc to that being aaiſed in an 
inſtant to ſee a ſpeQacle ſo prepoſterouſly diſa- 
oreeable, In che firſt place a thing ſo antiquated 
and old, that there was not one on Earth living 
that knew her age, neither could ſhe tell her ſelf, 
having outlived the knowledge thereof, and yet 
inſtead of minding her winding: ſheet, ſhe would 
have ſtoln her own Coffin rather than lawfully 
buy it, bad ſhe any way of a cleanly conveyance;

Do you chink Want 
and Vermin will not kill us faſt enough, bar you 
maſt chus poyſon us - Such Criminals as were ſo 
Ski\tul as ro know their wn Fortunes, were 1n 
hopes that the ſtench of this Woman would ſave 
the Judge the trouble of Condemnrng; and the 
Sheriff che labour of hanging them. Others who 
knew they ſhould not die that Seſſions of a ſuffo- 
cating Quinly , laid preſently violent hands on 
her, and dragging her into the Yard, there Pumpt | 
her ſweet and clean. The next work was to 
Hand-cuff us, and clap Bolts betwert our Legs;

great an Emperour;tat Lets parallels him with 
| Tupiter; 
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7upster, nay, he allow'd himfelf to becal'd Lord, 
and God, and would be ſued unto , asa God 
but having at laſt cryed ſujliciently the vanity of 
his own vain-glory , he freely without compul- 
fion, laid afide his Empire, and returned to a 
private life ; being ſollicited afterwards by ſes 
veral co reſume his former Power , and Glory, 
he abſolarely refus'd it, ſaying, Did ou ſee the 
Herbs (et with my own hands in my Garden at Sa- 
lona ; you would think, me too good 4 Gardner," to 
become a miſerable Emperour. 


There was nothing grated on his Spiric more 
than to be lighted in this his low condition, by 
ſuch he had ſupported from finking into the 
Earth : and that he might not longer be ailliQed. 
in this manner, he projeQed ſeveral ways, how 
he might imploy himſelf .in ſomething, thac 
might remove him from the ſcorn and reproach 
of the world.

His Cloaths were ſo good, 
as that they gained him credit for a Months 
Logging and Dyer, in whictitime, be wrote ſe- 
yeral Ballads, which he ſold in the Old Baily, 
vetting for the worſt half a Crown or chree 
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ſhillings z but his Chapmen finding themſelves 
looſers by his works, did ſo revile and villifte

Art length by their conin;; of ſeveral ſcraps 
of Plays, and the whining out of Loyers parts, 
he Judged them to be Players of the worlt Edi- 
tion, and that wanting ſome to compleat their 
number, they endeayoured to perſwade him to 
make one of their Stroling=company. : 'I hey 
needed not many words to perſwade one , that 
knew not what to do wich himſelf; wherefore, _ 
he readily eonſen:ed to their Propolitions. 
Viewing them well, and their Habits, he abſo- 
lutely concluded, that their Company had been 
lately broken, and that they had ſhared houſe- 
hold-ſtuff, eyery one taking what he could lay 
his hands en of the Properties, (chough very 
improper to wegr publickly) wich which , ne-_ 
ceiiity fince hath forced chem to coyer their ny 
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| nakedneſs. However, he was rcſolyed to go 
through, with what he promiſed, and fo calling 
for what was to pay,being one and twenty pence 
among them all, they made a hard ſhift ro pay 
the ſhoe within three half pence, and fo marche 
off, They provided him a lodging, where they 
all Jay that night, and che next morning, their 
undertaker came, who ſummoning them al! into 
a large Room, there appeared alſo three or four 
Women, who with the reſt rehearſed their parts 
in Afton and Diana. After rehearſal che Un- 
dertaker being informed what our Soldier of For- 
| Tune wgs, came ani [aluted him kindiy, and 

welcon'd him intotheir Society, and giving b m 

his pare to ſtudy , carried him to the Tayern, 

with ſome of the three-quarter ſhirers,and made 
him drunk at his initiation. 


Having ſtudied 4420n and Diank, Fack Swab- 
ber, Simkin in the Cheſt, Miles the Miller, Simple- 
fon the Smith, with divers other drolling farces, 
away they ſtrolled into che Countrey, ſome in a 
Coach (by reaſon of the Properties they carried 
wich them,) others on Foot of the meaner ſort, 
and ſome on Horſe-back; had the moſt incelli- 
gent met them , it would have puzzled him to 
have told what they were. The firlt ching they 
did when they came to a T own, was to acquaine 
the Mayor thereof with their intent, producing 
their Patent which authorized them. Haying the 
Srant of the Mayor, moſt commonly they were 


permitted the Town-Hall co Play in. Ar fart, 
COM® 
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commonly they had uſually ſuch great audienees, 
ani got ſo much Money, that it undid them, for 
ic made them inſolent, idle, careleſs, alwayes 
drunk, and continually quarrelling, ſo that the 
Town and Countrey growing weary of them, 
their poverty alſo made chem weary of the 
Town. The next place they come at, it may he, 
there they would endeayor to regulate thoſe diſ- 
orders; but no ſooner were they fluſht, but chey 
fell inco the like confuſed Chaos, There was 
ſeldom a Rehearſal in the morning , in which 
there was not ſome ſcutfle; ſometimes altope- 
ther by the ears, all engaged in a Quarrel, bur 
none knowing the cauſe of it. T heir differences 
molt commonly did'ariſe from ones exalting hig 
own worth, by the underyaluing anothers, ſay- 
inp, that ſuch a one had a preater ſhare than he, 
though he deſerved more; that ſuch a fellow 
bad a Noble part,when he had that of a Seryanc, 
whereas he better merired to be a Prince, than 
the other a Foor-boy: Damn me; ſaid another, 
thar fellow that ſpeaks now hath no Soul; a Par- 
rot would be taught co ſpeak better, and under. 
ftand morethan he; a Baboon treads a Stzve 
g thouſand degrees beyond him. See but yonder 
Horſe-fac*d Lover, is be fit to a& chat pare with 
chat hunting face of his ? it is enough wichour 
_ the help of a Vizard, co fright his Miſtreſs into 
* Convyulfion-fics, or Make a young woman miſ- 
carry, that hath not balt gone her time, Ifre- 
viling one another, would not put them tope- 
ther by the cars, there was another expedient 
_— = would 
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would infallibly do ic. There was one well trick. 
en in years, yet far more amorons, or falations 
than the younger, and when ſhe found not her 
accuſtomed pleaſures, ſhe judg'd that one of 
choſe three, had floll chem from her ; when jea- 
loufie had poſleft her of that Opinion, ſhe ne're 
_ capitulated with them otherwiſe, chan with ber 
bands, which ſhe aſed ſo nimbly,together withthe 
nails, that bad not black Patches been in faſhi- 
on, I know not how without ſhame, they cout 
have played. The Men on che other fide, being 
known Rivals to one another , could not for- 
bear ſhewing their animoficies, (as their parts 
permitted them) one being run into the band, 
another through the Arm , making a real Tra» 
gedie of what was but pretended. Their ſtock 
of Cloaths was very ſmall, ſo that a Parſon was 
forc'd to aR in a Lawyers Gown, inſtead of one 
that was Canonical, a Biſhop, with a Shepherds 
Crook, inſtead of a Crozier, and x Cuſhion (o 
dented, that the corners might be more perſpi- 
cuOus, inſtead cf a Miter; they wanted a Tar- 
ger, and knew not what todo; ar laſt, the in- 
vention of one of the wittieft, helpr them to x 

| large wooden Tray, and nailing a piece of Tape 
co the fides within , ſerved rarely well> The 
Adors were few, wherefore ſome ated three or 
four parts , nay one aRed two parts at once ug» 
on the Stage, the King, and the Nobleman , 
When asa Nobleman,in a long mourning Cloak, 
(for they could get nothing elſe, thac could nea- 
rer repreſent him by) ke ſpake to an —

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202 TheEngliſh Rogue , And Party; 
Gown that lay in a Chair , with a Paſt-board 
Crown that lay upon it, a!l! hedawhed with yel- 
low,(and | know not what colours) by a Coun- 
crey Sign-Painter, to make ir look like. Having 
ended his Speech, he threw off the long Cloak, 
and putting on the Crown and Gown, he-:then 
as a King returned an anſwer to che Cloak, 1 
mean the Nobleman, making a many changes, 
cill the conterence was over. The Nobleman, 
8.e, the Cloak, being taken off the Stage, chat 
is, baving made his exir, it was the Kings Cue 


to ſeat himſelf a while, to give audience to a 


Perſon, that had great concerns with his Ma- 
jeſty, whoſe Speech being long, and his memo- 
ry treacherous, he had not gon a quartet throught 
his Speech, but that he was irrecoverably one, 
paſt all prompting ; the King not knowing bow 
co help, and the Audience eagerly expeCiing his 
going on; ar laſt ir came into his Head, ingenu- 
oufly to tell him that he had heard enough, he 
would heir the reſt within, by which means the 


Play went on. _ : 


One Market day. (which was the chief time 
they pitchr -n) they ARcd a Play, (by the in- 
vitation-0! iome Gentlemen in a Tayern,) iti 
which there were 2 which fought on the ſage, 
which wer - ſuppoſed Clowns, and were to baſte 
one ancxlicr to fone purpoſe. A Countrey Gens 
tleman-being there preſen? , and haying never 
ſeen a Play, bur this Aged once before, and 
ſeeing them fight again in the ſame — as

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they had done before, ſteps haſtily down ft'rs, 
and bringing up a Bottle of Wine ia his hand, 
jnterpoſes between chem; ceſſing them chey 
ſhould not thus bear a grudge one to the other, 

bur chat chey ſho!!!d be friends ; and co charend 
he had broughe a Botcle of Wihe, that they 
ſhould ſhake hands, and drink. to cach other, 
and would not ſtir off the place, till he had feet 
them ſo do; and po too, off a ſeyeral way. Thar 
Scene was ſpoi'ed, howcver, they played on, 
and Coming co the third Scene in the fourth AR, 
theſe Fellows were to enter again; the Gentle- 
man ſeoing them together, ard facing each 0- 
ther, ran from his ſeat to them egain; ſwearing 
that he that pave che firſt blow, ſhould bear him 
tO ; What, ſaid he, cannot we be quiet here, but 
you two Loggerheads muſt ſpoil the Play ?

1rJoying my labour and pains-taking ; but re-FÞ fy 
ceiving a dfierciſerhent in the execution thereof 
I waited on my Maſter diligent'y, ſwabb d his 
Cabbin daily,made his Bed,c!eanſed theHouſe off ,,; 
Office oiten, and who ſorcady as I to fetch he} 
ViaAals abi), and above all thinvs minded my 
of Maflcr 
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Maſters ringing the Bell, as it was my duty, fg 
ir was my diſcrecion and prudence; for had1 ar 
any time been playing che Rogue ont of hearin 
che Bell, it it ran2.in that interval, IT was af- 
ſuredly drubb'd ; for faults cf a hizher nature, I 
was laid over a Gun andlaſhc , or tyed by che 
Thumbs and whipt with a Cat of Nine Tails. 
My Lodging was in che Steerage near the Baik- 
head, that I might be ready and within hearing : 

8 And thongh I was ſo very a Rogue aſhore, yet T 
was a man of credit aboard, for my Maſter truſt- 
ed me with aj] the choice comforcs which con- 
cerned his Life , commirting co my charge his 
Wines, both Spaniſh and French, wich Brandy, 
and ſeyeral cordial Wacers, Sugar, all forts of 
Spices ; Tobacco, and what not, expedient for 
a iong Voyage. Such regard he had of me, chat 
be taughe me co Write, and Cypher, which for 
ſo ſhort a time I underſtood ſo well, as I became 
the wonder of every one in the Ship; Seeing 
me fo forward, he did put me on the Copying 
of his Journals, taught me how to cake off thg 
Log, eo take the height of che Sun ac ewelve a 
Clock, by which we know what Latitude we are 
in; the knowledge of theſe things I g4ined not. 
under three or four Voyages, but in this r{t ex- 
pedition I could run up to the Main-top, and 
furl a Sail, though in a ftrefs of weather. 


I minded ſo-much my buficeſs, that T ſeldom 
viſited any of thz Paſſzacers I tormerly de- 
ſcribed, and had almoſt totally torgot my ime 
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Mi/7, but perceiving ty Maſters former king. 
neſs cothem, was converted in harſ'ond rough 
uſage, tumbling them Yike Dogs into the Holg, 
when ſometimes they offered ro come upon the 
Decks to Air themlelyes , I'could not bue pity 
them; and to Buoy up their Spirits, I would tre. 
quently give them a Dramm, to be ſure my Miſs 
had a treble portion, :nd would often ſteal her 
freſh meat, than which I know not what is more 


valuable in a long run at Sea. 


I aRed not my buſineſs ſo cloſely, but that my 
Maſter diſcovered the goodneſs of my nature to 
my fellow-trayellers ; however finding no con« 
ſiderable loſs and decay of his L'quors, only 
threatned me for that time whac wonderful pun- 
niſkment he would infli& upon me, if ever he 
catcher me in, the like again : IT thinking he had 
bar jeſted, and truſting co my wie for the ſecret 
management ofthe projeR, and the excuſe there- 
of when ic was effeed by the inſtipation of ewo 
laſty young fellows, I was induced'to ſteal from 
my Maſter a Bottle of Sack, and getting into a 
cloſe corner with my aforementioned Doxy, 
whom I had fingled out, and theſe two fellows, 
we maze & ſhift co drink it off ; they prompted 
me to ferch another, but I would not yield, till 
I had firſt gone aloft, to ſee whether the Coaſt 
was clear; finding my Maſter aſleep in the great 
Cabbin, I got out a Bottle of French-Wine , 
which we diſpatcht as we had done the other ; 
not facisfyed with this, they perſwaded me by all

would be contented 1 would not condefcen? in

ing not accuſtomed to drinking, were nor adle 
to hold our with them ; the fumes aſcending in- 
to my head, I thought my ſelf as good as any 
man, (judge you whether I was not a proper 
one at fourteen years of age?) and would noc 
rake an affront from any, and fo charging them 
with tae abuſe they had done me in being too 
 ſawcy with my concerns, I made no more ado, 
but fell foul with them both, my little FVirago 
ſeeing me ingaged, was refo'ved no: to be idle, 
bue with the Glals Botcie lays one of them over 
Te 
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the Cox-comb , which breaking, cutt his pate, 
the fight of. his blood made him more afraid chan 
bure, and fearing leaſt he ſhonld bleed bimſelf 
eo death, BEqQUits our COM pany, and ran with all 
{peed to the Chyrurgeon, in the mean cime we 
made our party good with the other , and lo 
pounded him, that he was glad to ſhoot the pit, 
and leave us tole Conquerors of the Field ha. 
ving now no other enemy in fighe co contend 
with us, Ltook my ſtout Amazon by che hand, 
and led her up loſt in criumph ; the Sea-men 
were ready to die wich laughter to ſee how we 
had malFd thoſe two Boobies but cheir laughter 
increafſt to: that exceſs, that it wakened my Ma- 
ſterto ſee-me and my Damſel ſtruct and reel to 
and fro the Decks, bidding defyance to them all, 
daring the beſt of them to touch her upon their 
perils; as I'was thus Larding it, my Maſter made 
his appearatice, who was ſo ſurprized he knew

We: ſoon talke our 
ſelves aſleep, and ſlept as ſoundly as if we had 
l2in on a Feather-bed, awaking , we wondred 
0 ſee our ſelves in that condition , and conld 
no: 1imagin how we came there bur by: ſome 
1nchant- 
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inchanetment 5; but our admiration .and amaze- 
ment were ſoon converted into ſomething 
of another nature, by my Maſters ſending for 
us ; coming betore him;, there did I ſee my 
two Antagoniſts, the ſight whereof immediate- 
ly informed by memory with the precedent days 
pro ceedings; my tace did preient!y diſcover my

And had not our counterances betrayed us, 
there were t00 many apparent evidences for our 
convition.

had irrecoyerably loſt elſewhere; TOPrg 


All the time that we lay here at Alkort was 
net permitted to go aſhore, a thing that griev'd 
me 0 the heart, eſpecially having not the bene- 
fir 07 others, who had the freedom of going 
aſhore and refr2fh themſelves wich jreſh Provi- 
ſors, Our Sea-men that were 'on Ship-boad 
would have the ſame conveniencies as it they 
were where properly they might be had , bur 
were ſo inhumane to me, that I moſt eat what 
the Ship afforded, or faſt; this they did, that [ 
mighe advencure another whipping by ſtealin3 
my Maſters Liquors , knowing how ſtrong'y T 
longed to taſte of freſh meat : nor a bir wenc 
down my chroat but what I purchaſed with the 
bzzzard aforeſaid; but my Maſters cirow fiog at 
the Indian Bridge, made him forcer what was 
exhauſted one ot his Caþbin,. and ſo I came off 

undiſcovered. 


Having taken in our Loading proper for our TH 
Tranſportation, as Tobacco, Indigo, Cotron, / 
and Sugar, (which laſt (weetned all che Tits ,

- Sail for England, and with a proſperous Gale, 
and good weather , we ſafely arrived in the 
-Downs, where lying a ſmall time, we came away 
ro Graves-end, and there we ſtaid two Tides, 
My Maſter going aſhore, I begg'd him that he 
would lerme go with him, haying not ſer foot 
onLand in ſo long time;the conſideration therof
